lice) also work with our youth 
at risk and our homeless in the 
area, which is a big contributor 
to the minor kinds of crimes 
that we see in the area.”

Policing. Relationship 
building looks to be 
yielding positive results

Crime overall has been on a 
downward trend in the Strath¬ 
cona neighbourhood for the 
last four years, something local 
officials attribute to stronger 
community relationships. 

From 2009 to this month, 
there has been a 31 per cent de¬ 
crease in assaults in the popular 
entertainment area, according 
to EPS figures. Homicides have 
remained at zero over the last 
four years, except for one case 
in 2011. Robbeiy cases have 
also dropped, while thefts from 
cars continue to be an issue. 

Police say the transient 


population plays a role in crime 
figures, which is why officers 
in the area are working with 
them, which officials say could 
contribute to lower crime rates. 

“What we did this year is 
fair but firm,” said Sgt. Mau¬ 
rice Brodeur with EPS, adding 
police work with the home¬ 
less frequently in the area. “We 
police according to what the 
people here want us to police 
and they want us to be fair to 
the homeless population.” 

The decrease in crime levels 
has been noted by local busi¬ 
nesses too, who recognize there 
will always be crime, but that it 
is dropping. 

“There’s always going to 
be some incidents ... but over¬ 
all, we’re seeing a reduction 
eveiywhere,” said Murray Davi¬ 
son, executive director at Old 
Strathcona Business Associa¬ 
tion. “What’s unique here is it’s 
a different type of policing.

Study shows 
dirty air 
downwind of 
chemical plants 

A newly published study 
says air downwind from a 
cluster of petrochemical 
plants northeast of Edmon¬ 
ton contains pollutants at 
levels equal to some of the 
world’s largest cities. 

Other pollutants, 
including some known 
to cause cancer, also 
measured well above 
normal. And cancer rates 
linked to those chemicals 
were found to be higher 
in communities closest 
to the so-called Industrial 
Heartland. 

Although scientists 
don’t definitively link the 
two, one of the report’s 
co-authors said the findings 
raise concern about the 
possible long-term effects of 
exposure to petrochemical 
emissions. 

“We’re suggesting a 
prudent approach — reduce 
the carcinogens now as a 
preventative measure,” said 
Isobel Simpson, a chemist 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia Irvine and co-author of 
the report published online 
by Atmospheric Environ¬ 
ment. 

An Alberta government 
spokeswoman said the 
report doesn’t necessarily 
reflect real human expos¬ 
ure to the pollutants. 

The area, 30 kilometres 
northeast of Edmonton and 
adjacent to the town of Fort 
Saskatchewan, now holds 
Canada’s largest concen¬ 
tration of petrochemical 
processors. 

Simpson said her lab 
became interested in 2008, 
when they were invited to 
participate in an environ¬ 
mental impact study for a 
project in the region.

Edmonton Police Service (EPS) 
is warning the public about a 
recent rise is distraction-style 
thefts. 

Since May, there have been 
90 complaints of people being 
targeted by strangers for their 
jewellery. In October alone, 
there have been 13 reported 
cases. The majority of cases 
have occurred in residential 
areas or in shopping malls, po¬ 
lice said. 

“The people that are being 
targeted are usually elderly 
people in which a language 
barrier exists. A small percent¬ 
age of the occurrences involve 
mid-age people,” said EPS Act¬ 
ing Det. Emeric Derczeni. 


Police say about three to 
four per cent of the crimes re¬ 
ported to-date are violent. On 
Sept. 27, a 57-year old man was 
robbed by knifepoint at the 
Mill Woods parking lot after 
being approached by a man 
who was selling gold jewelleiy. 

Derczeni said typically vic¬ 
tims are approached by indi¬ 
viduals who either try to sell 
fake costume jewelleiy or put 
fake jewelleiy on victims after 
stealing their real jewelry, 
often by hugging the victims. 

Derczeni warns the pub¬ 
lic to be vigilant when ap¬ 
proached by strangers and to 
report anything suspicious to 
police as quickly as possible. 

“If the deal looks too good 
to be true, then it is,” he said. 

The suspects are described 
as both male and female, with 
dark complexions, dark hair 
and heavy accents, possibly 
from Eastern Europe or the 
Middle East.

Wildrose aims to clip thorns 


Alberta’s Opposition Wildrose 
party is taking steps this week¬ 
end to drain once and for all 
the “lake of fire” that torched 
its hopes of forming govern¬ 
ment in the last election. 

Members at the party’s an¬ 
nual meeting in Red Deer are 
to vote on several policy chan¬ 
ges designed to dismantle 
platform planks that brought 
damning criticism last year 


that the party was ignorant 
and intolerant. 

“We know that we’ve got 
some contentious policies 
that have to be debated,” Wil¬ 
drose Leader Danielle Smith 
said at the party’s legislature 
office Wednesday. 

The key changes involve 
sexual orientation, race, cli¬ 
mate change, the human 
rights commission, con¬ 


science rights and citizen-in¬ 
itiated referendums. 

The topics bedevilled 
Smith’s party in the closing 
days of the April 2012 election 
campaign and scuttled what 
some were predicting was a 
strong chance at victoiy. 

Smith was harshly criti¬ 
cized in particular for not toss¬ 
ing overboard two candidates 
for their statements on gays 


and race. 

Edmonton candidate Allan 
Hunsperger made national 
headlines just days before the 
vote when it was revealed he 
had written a blog warning 
homosexuals that Satan was 
setting a “trap” for them and 
if they didn’t change their 
ways, they would “suffer the 
rest of eternity in the lake of 
fire, hell.” the Canadian press

Pamela Wallin says a govern¬ 
ment move to expel her from 
the Senate is an affront to 
Canadian democracy, motiv¬ 
ated by politics and personal 
vendettas against her by con¬ 
fidantes of Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper. 

The embattled senator — 
who has reimbursed almost 
$150,000 in travel-expense 
claims that the Senate has 
ruled invalid — told the cham¬ 
ber Wednesday that she was 
targeted unfairly by fellow 
Conservatives Marjoiy LeBre- 
ton and Carolyn Stewart Olsen. 

LeBreton was government

Stewart Olsen is a former 
aide to Harper who, until this 
week, was a key member of 
the Senate committee that sat 
in judgment on Wallin and 
three other senators, ordering 
external audits of their ex¬ 
penses and ultimately asking

Wallin said public opinion 
was whipped up against her by 
14 different leaks to the media 
— leaks she believes “were 
orchestrated in large measure 
by Sens. LeBreton and Stewart 
Olsen” and which were de¬ 
signed to cast her conduct “in 
the worst possible light.”

Greenpeace 
activists facing 
new charges 

Russia’s main investiga¬ 
tive agency said Wednes¬ 
day that it has dropped 
piracy charges against 
jailed Greenpeace activ¬ 
ists, including two Can¬ 
adians, and charged them 
instead with hooliganism. 

The news brought little 
comfort to anxious family 
members back home, 
since the new charges still 
cariy stiff prison senten¬ 
ces of up to seven years. 

But Patti Ruzyclci 
Stirling, whose brother 
Paul Ruzyclci was serving 
as first mate aboard the 
Greenpeace ship “Arctic 
Sunrise” when it was 
seized last month, said 
the decision still repre¬ 
sents progress from the 
Russian government. 

Greenpeace took a 
harder line, saying their 
crew members were ar¬ 
rested while travelling in 
international waters and 
should not be behind bars 
at all.

First Obama-Sharif 
meeting.

Seeking to improve a rocky 
relationship, President Bar¬ 
ack Obama and Pakistani 
Prime Minister Nawaz Sha¬ 
rif on Wednesday pledged 
co-operation on the security 
issues that have strained ties 
between their nations. But the 
sources of the long-standing 
tensions did briefly bubble to 
the surface. 

Speaking alongside Obama 
at the White House, Sharif 
said he raised the issue of 
American drone strikes dur¬ 
ing their two-hour meeting, 
“emphasizing the need for an 
end to such strikes.” For his 
part, Obama made no men¬ 
tion of drones, which have 
stoked widespread resent¬ 
ment in Pakistan where many 
believe the targeted strikes by 
the armed unmanned aircraft 
kill large numbers of civilians.

cerns, the U.S. has shown no 
indication it is willing to aban¬ 
don the attacks. The Pakistani 
government secretly sup¬ 
ported the strikes in the past, 
and U.S. officials claim some 
key leaders still do. 

Wednesday marked the 
first time Obama and Sharif 
have met since the Pakistani 
leader took office in June. And 
the mere fact that the talks 
took place was seen as a sign 
of progress after a particularly 
sour period in relations.

For the young Vietnamese 
dope smokers rolling up out¬ 
side a smart Hanoi cafe, lo¬ 
cal cannabis is just not good 
enough. As with their Adidas 
caps, iPhones and Sanskrit 
tattoos, so with their choice 
of bud: only foreign will do. 

Potent marijuana grown 
indoors in Canada and the 
United States is easy to buy 
in Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh 
City, say regular smokers, 
and sells for up to 10 times 
the price of locally grown 
weed. That’s perhaps surpris¬ 
ing given that marijuana is 
easy to cultivate regionally, 
and bringing drugs across 
continents is expensive and 
risky. 

Some experts say the 
trade can be explained by the 
dominant role Vietnamese 


diaspora gangs play in culti¬ 
vating the drug in western 
countries, making sourcing 
the product and smuggling 
it to Vietnam an easier prop¬ 
osition than it might be 
otherwise. 

The characteristics of can¬ 
nabis use in the country also 


drive the trade. The drug is 
used mostly by foreigners 
and well-heeled Vietnamese, 
who are prepared to pay for 
quality. Vietnamese have 
long shown preferences for 
imported goods of all kinds 
— and it appears cannabis is 
no exception. 


Smokers said one gram 
of Canadian weed retails for 
anything up to $45, the aver¬ 
age weekly wage in the coun- 
tiy. Mid-quality hydroponic- 
ally grown marijuana sells 
for about $10 a gram in Can¬ 
ada and the United States.

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Military sparked the 
wildfire, probe finds 


Australia. Mayor says 
military should have 
known not to run drills 
on hot, dry, windy day 


A military training exercise 
ignited the largest of the 
wildfires that have ravaged 
Australia’s most populous 
state over the past week, in¬ 
vestigators said Wednesday. 

Investigators found that a 
massive fire near the city of 
Lithgow, west of Sydney, began 
Oct. 16 at a nearby Defence 
Department training area, and 
that the blaze “was started as a 
result of live ordnance exercis¬ 
es,” the Rural Fire Service said 
in a statement. 

The fire has burned 47,000 
hectares and destroyed sev¬ 
eral houses, but no injuries or 


deaths have been reported. 

The revelation drew anger 
from Mark Greenhill, mayor of 
the community of Blue Moun¬ 
tains, which has been ravaged 
by several of the fires. 

“I would have hoped on 
a day like that — which was 
a diy day, a hot day, with the 
winds — the Australian mil- 
itaiy would have known it 
wouldn’t be a good time to be 
igniting,” Greenhill said. 

New South Wales Premier 
Barry O’Farrell came to the mil- 
itaiy’s defence. 

“I want to ensure that this 
doesn’t detract from the efforts 
that Defence have made over 
the past week in assisting the 
state’s emergency services bat¬ 
tle these fires,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Blue Mountains 
residents were told they could 
return to their homes Wednes¬ 
day night.

Boy with toy gun 
killed by police 

California sheriff’s dep¬ 
uties have shot and killed 
a 13-year-old boy after 
repeatedly telling him to 
drop what turned out to 
be a toy gun, officials and 
family members said. 

Two deputies saw the 
boy walking with what 
appeared to be a powerful 
weapon Tuesday, sheriff’s 
Lt. Dennis O’Leaiy said. 

The replica gun resem¬ 
bled an AK-47, according to 
a photograph released by 
the sheriff’s office. Deputies 
learned after the shooting 
that it wasn’t an actual fire¬ 
arm, according to O’Leaiy. 

Rodrigo Lopez identified 
the boy as his son, Andy, to 
a newspaper and said the 
teen was carrying a toy gun 
that belonged to a friend. 

It wasn’t clear whether 
the teen pointed the replica 
at the deputies or made any 
type of threatening gesture. 

O’Leaiy said the deputies 
fired several rounds from 
their handguns immediate¬ 
ly after issuing the orders to 
drop the rifle.

David and Alex were in rough shape, 
having lost the contents of their stomachs 
to altitude sickness.

Certain life lessons are uni¬ 
versal: Treat others how you 
want to be treated. Eveiything 
happens for a reason. Don’t put 
aluminum foil in the micro¬ 
wave. 

Then there are moments of 
personal triumph or tragedy 
that come with unforeseen 
life lessons. One such moment 
found me halfway up Mount 
Kilimanjaro, in Tanzania. 

About 2,500 metres into our 
5,895-metre Kilimanjaro climb, 
I felt like I’d been hit by a truck. 
After four consecutive days of 
waking with the sun to trek 
through challenging climates, 
we’d reached the alpine desert 
— scorching heat and arctic 
chill — and Africa’s tallest peak 
had taken its toll. Up to this 
point I’d been climbing on my 
hands. My shoulders, elbows 
and wrists were waging war 
with my body, begging me to 


stop. My best friends, David and 
Alex, would have to carry me 
in an apparatus that had been 
custom-built for the occasion 
of my defeat. The mountain 
had won. 

Then came summit day 
David and Alex were in rough 
shape, having lost the contents 
of their stomachs to altitude 
sickness. Physically, I felt fine. I 
guess being 27” finally paid off. 

Mentally, I was struggling 
with something I’ll never for¬ 
get. For the first time in my life 


I wished I had legs, not for my 
sake, but because I wanted to 
be able to cany my friends like 
they had carried me. 

Evidently, my faiiy 
godmother had the day off. 
Instead, I did the only thing 
I could do. I spoke from the 
heart, expressing words of 
encouragement the entire way 
to the top to keep their spirits 
up and their minds distracted 
from the gruelling monotony 
of putting one foot in front of 
the other. 


I became the best damn 
cheerleader that mountain had 
ever seen. And I carried them, 
emotionally speaking. 

The lesson? Always exercise 
in oxygen-rich environments. 

No, really, it’s this: I didn’t 
fail for being carried; I suc¬ 
ceeded when I asked for help, 
and then I returned the favour. 

Nobody achieves anything 
exceptional on their own. I 
learned the importance of hav¬ 
ing others who believe in you. 

For 57 million children 
around the world who are 
denied access to education, 
the ability to read, write and 
receive formal job training are 
lost. 

But those children might 
also be denied moments of 
sudden, unexpected inspiration 
that come from the encourage 
ment of their peers, life lessons 
they would have learned 


from exposure to alternative 
perspectives, and mentorship 
opportunities from teachers. 

An entire ecosystem of support 
is also lost. 

For me, part of being edu¬ 
cated means having the confi¬ 
dence to believe in yourself and 
the humility to ask for help. 

It’s the ability to recognize 
teachable moments and extract 
moral lessons. 

Education is the implicit 
knowledge that somebody 
believes in you, will celebrate 
your successes and shoulder 
your mistakes. Education is 
mentorship; it’s the confi¬ 
dence that teachers instil in 
students so that when students 
graduate, they no longer need 
their teachers. Education is 
sustainability. We are in danger 
of losing this social capital, and 
57 million life lessons.

It was gruelling, hopeless work in the Maasai community 
of Kajiado, located a three-day walk south of Nairobi in Kenya’s 
Rift Valley.

covered the pile in leaves and 
set it alight, before buiying it 
in dirt. The heap smouldered. 

In three days’ time, she had 
charcoal briquettes, enough 
to fill one sack. 

The market was three 
hours away, so she borrowed 

a neighbour’s donkey to get there. If she was lucky, she sold 
the sack for 100 Kenyan s hillin gs, enough to buy com flour 
to make a thin porridge for her children. If she wasn’t, she 
returned home with the sack but no food for dinner. 

She repeated the process of making charcoal and trudging 
to the market for three decades. She says she was veiy thin and 
sickly; so were her children. She couldn’t afford to send her 
eldest daughter to high school, which in Kenya can cost the 
equivalent of $350 Canadian a year. 

A high school education in Kenya is thought to be the 
golden ticket to a better life. She hated that she couldn’t 
provide that. 


Then two years ago, Sopiato heard about Me 
to We Artisans, which paid Mamas like her a 
fair wage for their beaded handiwork that was 
designed for a Western market and sold around 
the world. Me to We Artisans donates half of its 
profits to Free The Children, and uses the other half 
to grow the business. 

Sopiato makes bracelets, necklaces and earrings. 
This fall, she focuses on “ABC Education Rafiki Friend 
Chains.” Each one sold buys school supplies for One 
Child for One Year. Fingers flying, she makes about 40 
a day. 

With the money she has so far earned, she was able 
to finally send her eldest daughter to secondaiy school. 

At 29, she just graduated. 


Sopiato happily talks about 
what she did with her first 
few paycheques from Me to 
We Artisans. 

She bought two cows so 
her family had milk. Then 
she set up a small shop that 
sells sugar, soda, flour, rice, 


potatoes and sweets. 

While she waits for customers, she beads. 

And at night, Rahab sits on the comfortable cushioned 
seats she bought, in her newly painted house, and watches 
her small TV. After many years of unrelenting hard work, she 
relaxes. She pats her ample stomach and thick thighs and says 
the extra pounds she has gained are another tangible sign of 
her good fortune. 

She hopes to never make another charcoal briquette in 
her life. She also hopes that her children, well educated and 
well on their way, will support her as she grows old.

Education helps you manifest your destiny, 
Maasai man teaches suburban teen 


It was the summer of 2011, and I was 16 years old when my outlook on life took a turn. 

I found myself in Kenya for three weeks with Free the Children, and our mission was 
simple: Help build a school for the children who lived in the rural region of the Maasai Mara. 
Our Maasai guide, whose English name was Steven, caught me alone with my thoughts 
as the sun set. What began as an earnest conversation about 
our respective lives turned into an image I’ve 
carried with me ever since. 

Steven told me that life is a lotteiy; 

a game of chance. The situa¬ 
tion a person is bom into 
is a matter of luck, and 
destiny has nothing to do 
with it. 

Steven talked about the 
control we must exert over 
our lives and that destiny 
plays no part in the outcome. 
His dream was to get an edu¬ 
cation, so he could become 
more than a cattle herder — 
the traditional role of a Maasai 
man. The point: Whether it is 
mral Kenya or the suburbs of 
Toronto, an education opens us 
up to a larger world than the one 
we were bom into. 

And that gives us the power 
to choose the life we want to lead. 
My conversation with Steven left 
me with many thoughts, but one 
prevailing theme: Although where 
we find ourselves at birth may be a 
matter of chance, an education puts 
us on our life’s path.

It usually happens when I turn on the tap. As the water comes out, so do memories of my 
three overseas trips with Me to We. 

This year was Ghana. I was there to help build a school. It was amazing to watch mothers 
and women of the Assemkow community continuously walk back and forth with huge pans 
of water on their heads. 

I tried canying just a small one and it was so difficult. I don’t know how they do it so easily, 
let alone with no hands. To think that the water they are canying is not even clean really got 
to me. They go through all this work to have access to dirty water for drinking, 
bathing and doing laundiy, yet back at home I simply turn on the 
tap and clean water comes rushing out. 

It was actually too much 
water that created a 
challenge in 
Assemkow. Free the 
Children already had 
two buildings up. The 
community already 
had two kindergarten 
classes, but they were 
not running because 
a storm had ripped off 
the roof of the building, 
so they had no choice 
but to shut it down. We 
helped get that roof up 
and the school running in 
no time, but it was mostly 
the community that made 
it happen. 

I am now more cautious 
about eveiything I do and 
waste as little as possible. 

Overall, the trip has inspired 
me to save water and to be 
way more grateful with all 
I have.

Economy to dictate decision 


Interest rates likely 
to stay low as BoC in 
wait-and-see mode 

The Bank of Canada has 
pointedly dropped its warning 
about the potential for higher 
interest rates, triggering a sell- 


off in Canadian dollars that 
pushed the loonie almost one 
cent lower Wednesday and 
raised speculation that rates 
could actually fall further. 

In a more predictable 
move, the bank also lowered 
the anticipated growth path 
for the economy, shaving the 
projected pace of expansion 
for this year as well as in 2014 


and 2015. 

The central bank, by 
jettisoning the now familiar 
tightening bias that it has used 
since April 2012 to caution 
consumers about over-borrow¬ 
ing, suggests that it is just as 
likely to cut the one per cent 
overnight rate as to raise it in 
future.

The biggest national secur¬ 
ity breach in U.S. histoiy was 
a warm-up for Glenn Green- 
wald. The activist reporter who 
published Edward Snowden’s 
revelations is to launch a well- 
funded news outlet with a pri¬ 
ority to share secrets from the 
world of surveillance, raising 
fears that U.S. national security 
will suffer. 

EBay founder Pierre Omid¬ 
yar has pledged a minimum 
$250 milhon to the “mass 
media organization” and speci¬ 
fies a focus on “government 



transparency and accountabil¬ 
ity”. Along with Greenwald, 
fellow NSA publisher Laura 
Poitras will be a founding 
member, as well Jeremy Scahill 

— the man who exposed the 
Blackwater scandal in Iraq and 
CIA torture practices. 

Omidyar has been coy on de¬ 
tails — the location and launch 
date have not been announced 

— but the billionaire is known 


to support a horizontal model 
giving more freedom to jour¬ 
nalists than traditional media. 
Greenwald has said this free¬ 
dom was a major incentive for 
leaving The Guardian, which 
redacted many of Snowden’s 
documents for security reasons, 
although the published reports 
were still explosive enough to 
cause the resignations of lead¬ 
ing NSA directors. 


Thousands of the docu¬ 
ments remain unpublished. 

“I think Omidyar is mission- 
driven,” Jay Rosen, director of 
journalism at New York Uni¬ 
versity and close to both Green¬ 
wald and Omidyar, told Metro. 

“What he gets out of it is 
the prestige of ... excellent, 
public-service journalism ... 
that reveals what would have 
remained hidden.” 
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BURPING COWS ARE A GAS, GAS, GAS 


In these uncertain times of huge, unprecedented 
disasters like climate change and the Senate, it’s 
nice to know that there are still stories that fill us 
with awe, still moments that make us think, “it’s 
not such a bad life, after all.” 

Which is why, this week, I’d like to talk about 
burping cows. According to an Oct. 21 story by the 
Reuters news agency, Argentine scientists have de¬ 
vised a system that can tap directly into a cow’s di¬ 
gestive tract and remove up to 300 litres of pure 
methane per cow per day, “enough energy to keep 
a refrigerator running for 24 hours.” 

This story raises all sorts of interesting ques¬ 
tions. Like, my fridge can run on intestinal gas? Do 
I even need the cow? 

But before I follow that line of thought to places 
we can’t return from, here’s an even bigger question: How come I 
never get journalism assignments like this? When I was a field re¬ 
porter, I was always sent to events that had no effect on anybody,

like city council meetings. 

Yet some lucky Reuters reporter was sent to 
watch top Argentine agricultural technologists 
channeling digestive gases from inside a cow 
through high-tech tubing to a tank on its back. 

I like to imagine it was just like NASA mis¬ 
sion control: When the burps successfully en¬ 
tered the tank, scientists high-fived and 
whooped while a mission commander removed 
his headset and heaved a relieved sigh, possibly 
methane-based. 

Though it would have been a fun assign¬ 
ment, it’s my duty as a serious journalist to 
stress that this isn’t all fun and gas. As Can¬ 
adians, we have to be concerned that Argentina 
now leads the race toward cow-excretion-col¬ 
lection supremacy, probably because the world was so focused on 
Iran. Argentines: First they get the Pope, then they get the power. 
Let’s not understate the gold mine here: Cows produce what 


scientists call a “heap ton” of gas because cows have a lot of stom¬ 
achs , including the Greater Stomach, the Lesser Stomach, the Se¬ 
cret Stomach behind the bookcase, and the Ultra-Deluxe Stomach 
(not available on all models, ask dealer for details). 

You know howyou feel after you’ve had four burgers and 
you’re lying on the couch and your stomach starts making noises 
that seem to say, “All non-vital personnel, please clear the area”? 
Imagine how that would feel ifyou had multiple stomachs! For 
one thing, you could win every belching contest from here to Bue¬ 
nos Aires. 

Even if such dreams never come to pass (get it?), it’s clear that 
belching cows are now another technological advance to consider 
for countries seeking energy independence. Countries like Can¬ 
ada. Are you pondering what I’mpondering? Given the other big 
news stories in Canada, I think we can all agree that Canada’s next 
course of action to slow climate change and greatly improve the 
Senate involves bringing long lengths of tubing to Parliament Hill. 

At the very least, our fridges will run well. Give it a sober 
second thought.

Rising country superstar 
Thomas Rhett is fresh off 
an Edmonton performance, 
opening for Jason Aldean.

New comic book 
plot line finds 
Tony Stark in filial funk 


Tony Stark’s always been a man 
of many talents for whom sur¬ 
prise is a rare thing. 

But the avenging philan¬ 
thropic billionaire — better 
known for the high-tech ar¬ 
mour he wears as Iron Man — 
finds himself felled by not one, 
but two, family secrets that 
has him questioning his place 
in the world and why the real¬ 
ity of his origin was kept from 
him. 

The big reveal came in the 
pages of Iron Man No. 17, out 
yesterday in comic shops, writ¬ 
ten by Kieron Gillen, illustrated 
by Carlo Pagulayan and Scott 
Hanna, lettered by Joe Cara- 
magna and edited by Mark 
Paniccia. 

In it Gillen brought the 
long-simmering story to its 



conclusion with Stark find¬ 
ing out that not only is he 
— again, spoilers — adopted, 
but that his parents, Howard 
and Maria, had a son — im¬ 
bued with alien technology 
proffered by the rogue an¬ 
droid 451 — who has been 
hidden away from the world, 
laden with unknown abilities 
and, perhaps, powers. 


Gillen calls it a new chal¬ 
lenge for Stark, one that is 
closer to home and more 
down to earth than his nor¬ 
mal conflicts, which have 
included villainous master¬ 
minds, god-lilce alien intelli¬ 
gences and mechanical behe¬ 
moths, among others. 

“What could I do to chal¬ 
lenge the characters’ core 
conception of their self,” 
Gillen said in an interview 
of the revelations which find 
Tony both accepting of them 
yet still experiencing a swirl 
of emotion as the facts of his 
life come out in full view and 
meeting his brother, Arno, 
who has been in a hospital 
his entire life, wanting for 
nothing, but an enigma re¬ 
gardless. 

“When you discover some¬ 
thing about yourself, you repro¬ 
cess. How does it chum in the 
gut? How do you reexamine 
your life?” said Gillen. “It’s a 
completely different prism in 
how you study yourself.”

The opening story in the debut 
book from improv master Co¬ 
lin Mochrie begins with the 
opening lines of Arthur Conan 
Doyle’s A Study in Scarlet, de¬ 
scribing Sherlock Holmes seat¬ 
ed at a breakfast table. 

What follows is far from ele- 
mentaiy, as the famed fictional 
detective dresses in drag and 
racks his brain — not in order 
to solve a crime, but to figure 
out how to do standup comedy. 

In his newly published col¬ 
lection of short stories, Not 
Quite the Classics (Viking Can¬ 
ada), Mochrie takes the first 
and last lines from 12 famous 
novels and re-imagines the 
middle. 

The approach stems from 
the improv game First Line, 
Last line, in which the skit’s 
beginning and ending are sup¬ 
plied by the audience and the 
performers invent the rest. 

“When I was first asked by 


my agent to write a book — ap¬ 
parently he does not like me 
having free time — because I 
have no experience at writing, I 
thought I would use my improv 
experience to help me guide 
my way through this,” Mochrie 
said in a recent interview. 

Using the first and last fines, 
“I figured... two per cent of the 
book is written, so I’m set,” he 
added with a laugh. 

The Toronto-based Whose 
Line Is It Anyway? star said he 
was a shy child who read a lot, 
but he never wanted to write a 


book until his agent suggested 
it. 

He was convinced to take 
on the project by actress Debra 
McGrath, his wife who “does 
a lot of writing,” is “incredibly 
disciplined” and “incredibly 
supportive.” 

“Actually, I think I’m writing 
this book because of her, be¬ 
cause she’s a veiy positive per¬ 
son. I am less so, much less so,” 
said the typically self-deprecat¬ 
ing Scottish native, who was 
recently named Canadian com¬ 
edy person of the year at The 


Canadian Comedy Awards. 

“But she has this thing, and 
she’s actually talked me into 
doing it: There’s a thing in im¬ 
prov called, ‘Yes, And,’ where 
you accept people’s ideas and 
then you build on that, so it’s 
always positive. We’ve kind of 
talked about, in the last couple 
of years, saying yes to things 
that we ordinarily would say 
no to. 

“I’ve found it leads you to 
these adventures you never 
would’ve taken the chance on, 
and writing a book was some-

thing I never thought about, so 
I thought, ‘Well, I’ll use Deb’s 
Yes, And thing and see where it 
takes me.” 

The TV actor said he chose 
the stories according to wheth¬ 
er they had first and last fines 
that inspired him and yet were 
vague enough. 

The first one he tackled was 
Dr. Seuss’s The Cat in the Hat, 
which he turned into a poem 
about a zombie invasion. 

“It was the first book I read 
as a child; it was the first book 
I read to my son, so I know it 
really well, and it rhymes and 
it’s easy,” said Mochrie, who 
performs with his longtime im¬ 
prov partner Brad Sherwood at 
the Queen Elizabeth Theatre in 


Toronto on Oct. 30. 

“So I thought that would be 
a nice way to ease into it, and 
it was actually fairly easy to 
write and pain-free. I thought, 
‘Oh, this is what the rest of the 
(project) is going to be like.’ I 
was wrong. Totally wrong. Ab¬ 
solutely, completely, 100 per 
cent wrong.” 

Despite the challenges he 
faced, Mochrie managed to in¬ 
ject the stories with the same 
charm, humour and zany scen¬ 
arios he’s brought to his im¬ 
prov performances. 

There’s the one inspired by 
Herman Melville’s Moby Dick, 
in which a balding actor abuses 
the powers of a magical toupee 
to advance his career. 

Mochrie, who’s been the 
butt of bald jokes himself, said 
that’s one of the most personal 
stories. (For the record: He’s 
never worn a toupee.) “Bald 
jokes don’t bother me at this 
point. It’s been my bread and 
butter, but I always wonder: 
How come someone can come 
up and just do a bald joke at 
me and I can’t mention that 
they’re obese or missing an 
eye or something?

Plus -size shoppers outweigh fashion options 



When it comes to women’s 
clothing sizes, there’s some 
funny math going on. 

The average American 
woman is about 25 pounds 
heavier than she was in 1960. 

Yet women’s plus-size cloth¬ 
ing, generally defined 
as size 14 and up, still 
makes up only 


about nine per cent of the 
$190 billion spent annually on 
clothes. 

What’s wrong with this 
equation? It’s not that plus-size 
women aren’t into fashion. 
Rather, the fashion industry 
doesn’t seem interested in 
them. 

The fashion industry has 
long spent more time, money 
and marketing on clothing 
for taut bodies than for 


ones because it’s easier and 
more profitable to do so.

In a small bowl, sift togeth¬ 
er flour, baking powder, cin¬ 
namon, cloves, nutmeg, gin¬ 
ger, allspice, baking soda and 
salt; set aside. 


3 . In a large bowl, with an 
electric mixer, beat butter, 
granulated sugar and brown 
sugar, until light and fluffy.

5 . Cream Cheese Frosting: In 
a medium bowl, with an elec¬ 
tric mixer, beat cream cheese 
and butter until smooth. Add 
sugar gradually, beating well 
after each addition. Add cin¬ 
namon and vanilla; beat until 
fluffy. Frost cooled muffins.

1. In bowl, stir yeast, flour, salt 
and pumpkin pie spice. Stir in 
water, pumpkin and egg until 
a thick, smooth batter forms.
